murder on the high seas, she re- 
plied: “There is nothing like that 
in my heart. I loved the man, and 
I love him now that he is dead. I 
wouldn’t intentionally hurt a fly.”

300,000 and 400,000 members of 


labor unions have been called on to 
Strike tomorrow in protest against 
the execution of Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti. 

The Executive Committee of the 
protest strike, which includles lead- 
ers of all the needle trades unions, 
issued a call, directing workers to 
lay down their tools at 10 a. m. 
tomorrow for the rest of the day 
and to “proceed in an orderly man- 
ner’ to halls and vote resolutions 
condemning Gov. Fuller of Mas- 
sachusetts for refusing clemency 
to Sacco and Vanzetti. 

At Il. W. W. headquarters it was 
said that 10,000 members of the 
three local I. W. W. maritime 
unions will join the strike. 

At the headquarters of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti Emergency Committee, a 
separate body from the Executive 
Committee, plans were going ahead 
for a protest meeting at 4 p. m. to- 
morrow in Union Square. 

No Parades’ Permitted. 

Miss Rose Baron of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti Emergency Committee 
asserted Police Commissioner War- 
ren had forbidden the Union 
Square meeting, but the committee 
intended. to defy the police. Com- 
missioner Warren denied he had 
forbidden the meeting. 

“T have no objection to it,” he 
said, “and I have issued no order 
that it should not be held. As long 
as this meeting, or any other does 
not block traffic it will not be in- 
terfered with... However, no pa- 
rades will be permitted.” 

The unions that have signified 
their readiness to join in the strike 
and their approximate membership 
are: International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, 45,000; Interna- 
tional Pocketbook Workers’ Union, 
8000; Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, 55,000; United Neckwear 
Workers, 4000, and the Butchers’ 
Union, 2000. In addition, the 
United Hebrew Trades, comprising 
more than 280,000 members, are 
pledged to support the strike. 

The Sacco-Vanzetti Emergency. 
Committee predicted it would have 
delegations from al] these organi- 
zations at Union Square, and in ad- 
dition members of these unions: 
fnternational Fur Workers, Plas- 
terers’ Union, Cement Workers, 
Hod Carriers, Painters and Deco- 
rators, Amalgamated Food Work- 
ers, Laundry Workers, Metal Work- 
ers, Shoe Workers, Paper Box 
Makers and Bricklayers. 

Delegation to Call on Fuller. 

It was announced that Norman 
Thomas, former Socialist candidate 
for Governor; Joseph Schlossberg, 
secretary of the Amalgamated Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union, and Rose 
Schnerdermann, Woman’s Trade 
Union League, will go to Boston 
today to see Gov. Fuller. They 
will bear the protest of the con- 
ference of trade union officials and 
the Sociatlist Party held Saturday.

AGAINST DEMONSTRATION 


They Endanger Chances for Citi- 
zenship, Says House Naturaliza- 
tion Committee Head.

HOQUIAM, Wash., Aug. 8.— 
Warning to citizens. and all aliens 
who desire to remain domiciled in 
the United States not to let their 
sympathy or wrong information 
sway them as the day for the ex- 
ecution of Sacco and Vanzetti ap- 
proaches, was issued here today by 
Congressman Albert Johnson, 
chairman of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Committee of the 
House of Representatives. 

“Aliens domiciled in this country 
should remember,” said Johnson, 
“that if they partake in antigov- 
ernment. demonstrations here they 
end their chances for citizenship 
which, now that it is harder to get, 
is that much more desired. Be- 
sides, they will be HMable.to depor- 
tation under the 1919 act. 

“Demonstrations may g0 on in 
other lands. That is the affair of 
other Governments. Foreign dem- 
onstrations can neither affect nor 
frighten the United States Govern- 
ment, nor any sovereign State 
thereof.” 

Referring to Sacco and Vanzetti 

as “bandits and murderers,” John- 
son’s statement says: 

“They are also anarchists and: 
enemies to this Government, but 
that fact had nothing to do with 
their conviction nor with thelr ap- 
proaching execution. They shouid 
never have been admitted to the 
United Sttaes and under the new 
immigration act could not have 


been admitted.” |

2 EXPLOSIONS AT UTICA, NW. Y. 
DO DAMAGE SET AT $300,000 


Scores of Lives Endangered; Three 
Dwellings Destroyed: Fire 
Chief Charges Plot, 

By the Associafed Press. 

UTICA, N, Y., Aug. 8.—Damage 
estimated at $300,000 was caused 
here today when two explosions 
shook several city blocks and en- 
dangered scores of lives. Three 
dwellings were destroyed and a 
score of other buildings in the 
Italian quarter were damaged. 

The explosions, within two 
hours of each other and in the 
same section of the city, were pre- 
meditated and causéd by a secret 
chemical explosive, Acting Chief 
James J. Donovan of the Fire De- 
partment charged.

NEPHEW OF NOVELIST |Court Denies Defense 
Plea for Habeas Corpus 


Wealthy Boston Radical Among 
Those Punished for Derm- 
onstrations. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Aug. 8.—Edward Hol- 
ton James, wealthy radical, today 
was sentenced to serve 90 days in 
jail on charges of inciting to riot 
and assaulting a policeman, during 
a Sacco-Vanzetti demonstration on 
Boston Common yesterday. James 
took the prison sentence rather 
than pay fines totaling $75 im- 
posed by the Court. 

When arraigned before Judge 
Dowd in District Court, James said 
he refused to recognize the Court's 
jurisdiction. He refused to rise 
for the reading of the complaint 
against him, saying he would not 
stand up “before murderers, 
whether they are Judges, police 
officers or Governors.” 

After the reading of the com- 
plaints he declined to plead. He 
was fined $50 on the charge of 
inciting to riot and $25 on the as- 
sault charge. He asked the Court 
how muchthe fines would mean in 
the form of a@ prison sentence and, 
when informed, said he would take 
the 90 days. 

James, a nephew of the late 
Prof. William James, psychologist, 
and Henry James, novelist, has 
come into prominence through his 
radical views at various times since 
his graduation from Harvard in 
1896. After practicing law in Seat- 
tle and several other cities for a 
time after leaving collgge he went 
to Paris where he became editor 
of the Liberator, a radical publica- 
tion. His views as expressed in that 
publication resulted in the arrest 
of his London agent and the seiz- 
ure of several hundred copies of 
the publication on the grounds that 
it libeled King George.

Federal Rights Violated. 

Hill argued that the defendants’ 
rights under both the State and 
Federal Constitutions had been vio- 
lated by their alleged failure to re- 
ceive a fair trial. 

He asserted that Sacco and Van- 
zetti never had received a fair 
trial He charged that Judge 
Thayer, who presided at their trial 
and refused them a new trial, had 
shown prejudice “either conscious- 
ly or unconsciously.”” He admitted 
that the petition for a new trial 
upon which he appeared before 
Judge Thayer = this afternoon 
had not been filed within the time 
limit required by the statutes, 

“Our petition, supported by affi- 
davits,” Hill said, “shows such 
prejudice, existing, confirmed, in- 
eradicable, that these defendants 
have clearly not had a fair trial. 
I intend no attack on the court as 
such and I wish to treat with all 
the respect that he is entitled to 
the Judge who for the time being 
constitutes the court in this case. 

Witchcraft Days Recalled. 

“Judges, like all human _ beings, 
are liable to error without con- 
sciousness of error. It is the duty 
of counsel to call to the attention 
of the court that one of the.judges 
has failed either consciously or un- 
consciously. 

“The Salem witches were tried 
by the best men of the day in the 
commonwealth Who. had the repu- 
tation of being the wisest, yet we 
know how greatly they erred, al- 
though unconscious of prejudice. 
No man is free from the danger of 
prejudice in his own day. 

“We are now happily largely 
free from religious prejudice, but 
to some extent at least social and 
economic questions have usurped 
the place of religion.” 

Attorney General Reading called 
attention to the fact that this case 
had been pending for seven years. 

“While I do not charge that Mr. 
Hill has been dilatory,” he said. 
“these defendants have heen di- 
latory. These defendants have not 
at any stage been deprived of any 
rights, There now enters the ques- 
tion of the rights of the people of 
this commonwealth. 

“This writ of error, I have come 
to the conclusion, has been brought 
as the last step the defendants zan 
take in the courts of the State and 
for the purpose of removing ihe 
case from the jurisdiction of the 
State courts into that of the Fed- 
eral courts. 

“This commonwealth has the 
welfare of every person within. its 
borders equally at heart. These de- 
fendants have had good counsel 


and their every right has been ~¢- 
spected.”’ 
Thompson Testifies. 

Thompson testified that before 
he was officially connected with 
the case and when he was simply 
“a friendly observer” he had sat 
in the Dedham Court for three and 
a half hours during the examina- 
tion of jurors for the trial of Sacco 
and Vanzetti. At that time Fred 
Moore was chief defense: counsel. 

“At each objection by Attorney 
Moore,” Thompson said, “Ju-ige 
Thayer stared at Moore as though 
he was an object of curiosity and 
then, turning to the jury box with 
what I can only call a contemptu- 
ous sneer, he would say, ‘objection 
overruled.’ ”

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AUTO THIEF SLAIN 
AND PARTNER SHOT 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


Patrolmen Hylsky and Cul- 
linane Fire When One of 
Pair Throws Wrench and 
Both Run Away. 


Two young men, caught in an 
effort to steal an automobile. at- 
tempted to escape from East 8t. 
Louis police last night and were 
shot down, one being killed. 

The man killed was James Mc- 
Kincie, 20 years old, a molder. of 
Milwaukee. Wis. His companion, 
seriously wounded, was Raymond 
Benson, 23, a molder, who roomed 
with McKincie in Milwaukee. 

Wearing overalls and seeking 
employment, they arrived in East 
St. Louis yesterday evening, Ben- 
son today told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. McKincle suggested they 
steal an automobile and cross over 
to St. Louis, Benson added. 

They saw an automobile parked 
in front of 526 North Tenth street, 
but did not ‘notice that Mrs. Laura 
Parker of that address and her 
grandchild were in the rear. Mrs. 
Parker heard them say. “There’s a 
car over there.” and she and the 
child crouched low in the tonneau. 
As the men opened a door. she 
cried. “Get out of here; I'll call 
police.” They ran. ; 

Two hours later, at-11 o'clock 
they entered the automobile of 
Lloyd Anglin, Marissa, Ill.. parked 
at Fourteenth street and Gaty ave- 
nue.

Although he was 62 years old

William Thompson died iast 
Thursday of uremic poisonirg. 
Funeral services were held Sature 
day at the Thompson home in 
Belleville, which is decorated with 
trophies of nearly every sort of 
big game found on this continent, 
between the Arctic Circle and the 
Tropic of Cancer. 

“Perhaps I won't hunt again,” 
the father said today. “The sport 
won't hold much pleasure for mo 
without my son. We had hunted 
together every year since 1895, ex- 
cept one year when he joined Ker- 
mit Roosevelt on a hunting expe- 
dition to Canada.” 

Willlam Thompson's grandfather 
settled in Belleville in 1817, having 
travgled cross-country from Maine, 
He counted 125 deer in 15. milcs 
near the end of his journey. Cyrus 
Thompson was president and W'i- 
liam Thompson was vice president 
of the Harrison Machine Worka, 
manufacturing threshing machin- 
ery, until they sold out last Febru« 
ary. 

Their first hunting together was 
in the Rocky Mountains. In seven 
trips each brought home his quota 
of Rocky Mountain sheep and les- 
ser game.

Treatt records in her book, “Cape 
to Cairo,” the tours through un- 
surveyed wilderness brought their 
mileage to 13,000 in 16 months. 

Mrs. Treatt was second in com- 
mand. Her special titles, however, 
were “the three D’s”—doctor, 
diarist and darner. One entry in 
her diary reads: 

“I hope never to darn another 
stocking in my life.” Later she 
writes: 

“Tt am trying to forget I am a 
woman; it-isn’t always easy, but 
I am sure it is the only way to get 
through. But how I would love a 
big bath and some silky clothes to 
wear just this once! 

“T dream of my missing hair as 
a fox does of his lost tail! 

“But women explorers can’t have 
everything, and I am beginning to 
be rather expert in doing without 
luxuries.”

With Gasless Tuesday 


WICHITA, Kan.—aA “chain tele- 
phone” system was used by Wichi- 
ta clubwomen to marshal their 
forces in the protest which result- 
ed in the first “Gasless Tuesday” 
here. 

Aroused by a 22 per cent in- 
crease in domestic gas rates in 
Wichita, leaders in club circles de- 
cided not to use the gas one day 
a week. 

Mrs. John Maltbie, president of 
the Federation of Women’s Clubs: 
Mrs. John W. Clendennin, presi- 
dent of the Helianthus Club: Mrs. 
R. G. Powers, chairman of the 
Federation's Civic Committee, and 
Mrs. H. P. Daniels, a member of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, each called five friends by 
telephone and asked each of them 
in turn to call five of their friends. 
informing them of the move. 

Thousan“s of housewives joined 
in the “silent protest.” Thousands 
of husbands become unconscious 
collaborators in the scheme when 
they went without their hot food 
throughout the day. 

The Women were so well satis- 
fied with the results that Mrs. 
Maltbie announced “Gasless Tues- 
day” would be a weekly occurrence 
in Wichita the remainder of the 
summer or until the gas company 
lowers ita rates. 

The Federation estimated that 
13,000 of the city’s 20,000 homes 
did without gas for the day. The 
gas company. however. said the 
city had used “§ or 10” per cent 
more than on the average day. The 
company's estimate, however, in- 
cluded industrial as well as domes.- 
tic consumption.

Green Corn

UGUST is the ideal month ad 
green corn. A number of va-_ 
rieties are in market during! 
the corn season, but most of us 
are not interested enough to tel 
them apart, it all goes as ster ea 
corn, and, if it is young and tender, 
we ask no more questions. | 
Green Corn Soup.—Cut from, 
fresh ears enough corn kernels to) 
make one pint. Throw the cobs) 
into enough cold water to cover | 
them. Add a sliced onion, a few | 
stalks of celery, a few sprays of | 
parsiey, and boil 39 #=minutes. 
Strain, and add to the water the 
cut corn. Cook gently 15 minutes, 
then add a pint of hot milk, 
pepper, salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
Sugar, and thicken with a table- 
spoonful each of butter and flour 
that have been cooked two or three 
minutes until smooth and blended. 
Put a teaspoonful of whipped 
cream on top of each portion and 
serve croutons with the soup.., 
Corn Chowder—Cut the corn 
from a dozen ears, which should 
yield about three pints. Boil the 
cobs 20 minutes in enough water 
to cover them, then strain off the 
liquid. Lay seven thin slices of 
salt pork in the chowder kettle, 
cook five minutes, then put in a 
layer of thinly sliced onions, next 


layer of corn. Dot with little 
lumps of butter, season with 
pepper, salt and sugar. Cover with 
a layer of broken pilot crackers, 
then pour over a pint of rich milk 
and a pint of the corn water. Last 
of all pour in three tablespoonfuls 
of flour rubbed smooth in a half 
cupful, or a little more, of cream. 
Bring to boiling point, then cook 
gently for 30 minutes. -Sprinkle 
over a few more pleces of the | 
broken cracker and, if the chowder | 
seems at all dry. add a little more | 
of the corn water. Cook five ae | 
utes more, then it is ready to serve. | 

Green Corn Pudding.—Grate the | 
corn from 12 ears. Add four beaten 
eges, two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, a little salt. pepper. three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and three 
cupfuls of rich milk or lhght 
cream. Turn fnto a buttered pud- 
ding dish, sprinkle with dry 
crumbs, then with a little grated 
American cheese and bake for 
about three-quarters of an hour. 
Serve as a luncheon dish. 

Corn Fritters.—Grate the corn 
from 12 ears, make a batter with 
a half cupful of flour, a teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder. a half tea- 
spoonful of soft butter and four 
Ddeaten eggs. Add the corn and 
mix smoothly, then drop by spoon- 
fuls into hot fat and fry a delicate 
brown.

Republican Expresses Be- 
lief Guilt of Sacco and Vanzetti Has Never 
Been Proved Beyond Reasonable Doubt. 


oer conservative Springfield (Mass.) Republican, which all along has 
challenged the evidence against Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, stands by its guns despite Gov. Fuller’s decision that the men are 
guilty and must die in the electric chair for the holdup murder of a 
paymaster and his guard in South Braintree seven years ago. It stands 
almost alone amid the general chorus of editorial approval in the com- 


monwealth. 


On Friday the Republican printed the following editorial: 


death some time next 
Wednesday night. The Gover- 
nor’s decision nct to exercise his 
prerogative, even to the extent of 
advising commutation of sentence 
to imprisonment for life, renders 
further argument futile. His con- 
viction that the prisoners are 
guilty is so strong that actual con- 
fession of their guilt by the con- 
demned men would now be a tre- 
mendous vindication of him and 
also the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. It is to be hoped that 
Sacco and Vanzetti will gpw con-

It is necessary to submit to the 
i it-ority of the commonwealth, 
which may legally put these men to 
death. Yet, in the absence of later 
developments—such as a confes- 
sion—which may change the pres- 
ent aspect of ir situation, the 
Republican must dissociate itself 
from the least moral responsibility 
for the execution. This is required 
by no fixed conviction against cap- 
ital punishment in principle. But 
it is required by a_ conscientious 
belief, which the Governor’s de- 
cision atid public statement have 
not shaken, that the guilt of these 
men has never been proved beyond 
a reasonable doubt.

The Advisory Committee. 


The investigation by the Governor 
in the past two months has inform- 
ally assumed the shape of a second 
trial, in so far as any inquiry con- 
ducted entirely in secrct could be 
considered a substitute. The men 
engaged in it have commanded 
respect. President Lowell, Presi- 
dent Stratton and Judge Grant, ap- 
pointed by the Governor to assist 
him in reaching a decision by con- 
ducting an independent inquiry, 
and then matching conclusions with 
his own, undoubtedly have com- 
manded the confidence of a ma- 
jority of the people. The great 
strength of the Governor's presen: 
position lies in the fact that these 
three men reached independent 
conclusions tallying with his at al] 
crucial points. The impressiveness 
of this coincidence of views need 
not mercly be conceded; it is stag- 
gering to all who had formed opin- 
ions variously shaded yet of a gen- 
crally contrary tenor. 

Yet the impressiveness Of the 
Governor's decision virtually ends 
there. In his public statement Gov. 
Fuller confines himself to a series 
of announcements of his conclus- 
ions and a general account of what 
he had done. He has presented 
nothing specific to dispel the 
doubts entertained on the most 
highly controverted points, except 
to say that he conducted an ex- 
haustive investigation and was con- 
vinced that there was no substance 
to the contention of the defense 
and their sympathizers. We are 
in effect asked to accept on faith 
the whole series of conglusions 
reached by the chief executive of 
Massachusetts and his advisers. 
Yet we very much wish to. know 
in detail how the Governor dis- 
posed of some of the most baffling 
questions raised by the evidence. 

This newspaper would have been 
satisfied with commutation of the 
death sentence to imprisonment for 
life on the ground that a doubt of 
guilt existed sufficient to prevent 
execution, in order that the discov- 
ery of new evidence later on might 
find the defendants still above 
ground and in a position to profit 
by a turn of events conceivably fav- 
orable to them.

The Governor fails satisfactorily 
to dispose of the tangle of contra- 
dictions in the identification wit- 
nesses on both sides. The mem- 
ber of the staff of the Italian con- 
sulate in Boston who testified that 
Sacco visited that office on the day 
of the murder is disposed of as 
having made a “deposition in 
Italy’ and “had no memorandum 
to assist his ‘memory.’ ”’ 

The Governor sweepingly sup- 
ports Judge Thayer at every point 
and credits him with absolute im- 
partiality and fairness in the 
courtroom. xet the official records 
indicate that Judge Thayer in his 
charge to the jury failed to devel- 
op the vital defect_in Capt. Proc- 
tor’s testimony concerning the bul- 
let in a way to make the jury fully 
comprehend its significance. The 
fact that the defense counsel took 
no exception at the time on that 
point does not help us any. The 
defense counsel was incompetent. 

The governor in his statément 
ignores Judge Thayer's own dec- 
laration, when denying a motion 
for a new trial: 

These verdicts did not rest, In 
my fudgment, upon the testi- 
mony of eyewitnesses for the 
defendants, as it has called 
more witnesses than the com- 
monwealth, who -testified that 
neither of the defendants was in 
the bandit car. The evjience 
that convicted these defaydants 
was circumstantial and was evi- 
dence that is known in law as 
“consciousness of guilt.” 

Points That Were Ignored. 


If, then, we must eliminate the 
evidence concerning the bullets and 
the evidence concerning identifica- 
tion, and depend wholly on the evi- 
dence showing “consciousness of 
‘guilt,’ ’’ the Governor’s statement 
helps us not at all to resolve a 
doubt into 1 conviction of the guilt 
of the accused, because he does 
not discuss the subject. . 

The Governor, in his statement, 
ignored also this point—which has 
contributed morally to the existing 
doubt—that the prosecution has 
never shown even remotely that 
Sacco and Vanzetti, after the mur- 
der of the paymaster, were in pos- 
session of extra money or had 
profited by the robbery. Yet the 
murderers carried off loot amount- 
ing to $15.000 in cash. 

Public policy now figures in this 
case, The issue from this point of 
view may transcend the bare ques- 
tion of the guilt of the accused. The 
wisdom of executing the death sen- 
tence on Sacco and Vanzetti, when 
it was in the power of the Governor 
and council to commute the sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, may be 
challenged, and in support of this 
opinion the statement of Sir 
William Harcourt, a famous Brit- 
ish statesman, can be quoted: 

The exercise of the preroga- 
tive of mercy does not depend on 
principles of strict law or jus- 
tice, still less does it depend on 
sentiment in any way. It is a 
question of policy and judgment 
in each case and, in my opinion, 
a capital execution which in its 
circumstances creates horror and 
compassion for the culprit rather 
than a sense of indignation it 
his crime, is a great evil. 

Whatever the cause, the Sacco- 

Vanzetti case has so deeply stirred 
the feelings of hundreds of tho- 
sands at home and abroad that the 
contingency contemplated by Sir 
William Harcourt has plainly been 
created. The execution of the con- 
demned cannot fail to “create hor- 
ror and compassion for the cul- 
prits,” in the minds of a multitude 
of people, regardless of the Gover- 
nor’s honest belief in their guilt. 
“Tragedy of Blunders.” 

It must be granted that the Gov- 
ernor and his associates in his in- 
vestigation have been animated by 
a high sense of public duty, The 
case impresses one as a tragedy of 
blunders from the beginning— 
which both the State and 
the defense have committed. The 
past six years of litigation, contro- 
versy and hysteria covering the 
period from the original trial to the 
present day, reflect no credit on 
the Commonwealth.

A Survey of the Present and Future of Aviation 


By COMMANDER RICHARD E. BYRD 


CHAPTER IV 
Can the Elements Be Conquered? 


HERE are some interesting 
T problems of trans-Atlantic fly- 

ing which I was not able to 
cover in my article yesterday. One 
of the most difficult of these is 
weather conditions. 

I believe, however, that the skep- 
tics who deny the feasibility of 
regular océean-jump flying insist 
too much on weather handicaps. 
They point out that both the New 
York-to-Europe flyers waited for 
days until the weather was exactly 
right for the hop, whereas a trans- 
Atlantic passenger plane could not 
wait until conditions were favor- 
able and then notify passengers 
that they must be at the ficld with- 
in an hour or so for the take-off. 
There is truth in that statement, 
but weather is by no means an in- 
surmountable obstacle. 

Now what are the prospects of 
releasing aviation from these 
shackles of the elements? 

Plane in One Element Only. 

In the first place, I believe the 
public has a wrong conception of 
the power of mere  windstorms 
over planes. Many people think 
that a severe storm can literally 
blow a plane to pieces. That is not 
true. The plane, unlike any other 
vehicle of transportation, except 
the submarine, speeds through one 
élement only—the air. It is not 
checked by one element and pulled 
by another, -as is the sailing ship, 
for instance. A sail may be torn 
from a ship because the craft's 
speed is held back by the density 
of the water, while the wind rips 
through the canvas. It is a strug- 
gle between two elements. 

But an airple .e floats freely in 
the air. When it is in a tail wind, 
it is completely surrounded by the 
current of air. and through that 
current it moves at the same speed 
at which it moves through a calm.

Through 
the wind itself,ythe graft moves 
forward at 100 miles an hour, but 
the wind is moving in the opposite 
direction at 50 miles an hour. so 
that the net speed of the plane is 
50 miles an hour in relation to the 
earth But in this case the plane 
is subject to no more actual pres- 
sure than if it were moving through 
a calm at 1009 n.jles an hour. And

Plane irrevocably off its course un- 
less it is moving faster than the 
maximum speed of the plane, 
which is almost never the case, 
Fuel Capacity a Problem. 

So the danger of windstorms 
narrows down to the question of 
speed and fuel-carrying capacity 
of the plane. Under present con- 
ditions that is a serious danger, 
because the planes we now have 
cannot carry sufficient fuel to meet 
strong continuous adverse winds 
over the Atlantic. 

It is presumed that such winds, 
or sleet, drove down those two 
great heroes whose names always 
will live in the history of aviations 
—Nungesser and Coli. I have not 
given up hope for them. Awsiation 
needs them too much.® Perhaps 
they may yet come wandering out 
of the wilds of Labrador. But 
whether they still live or not, their 
glory will never die. For they, 
after all, were the first to pit 
themselves against.the elements in 
a Paris-New York nonstop flight. 
And, as is so often the case with 
heroic pioneers, they died, per- 
haps, in opening the road to those 
who came after them to success. 

But they did not fail! 

I could not help but digress a 
moment to speak of those two 
magnificent men. But I am sure 
they would rather we £0 on to 
other problems of flying. for none 
more than they had faith in the 
ability of aviation to overcome {! 
handicaps. o

INTOLERANCE. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

ALSE patriotism and capitalistic blind- 

folding have in their time taken quite 
a toll of lives. Et remained, however, for 
a little mag with a little brain to make its 
most spectacular and most brutal shot. 
What after all, has been the reason for 
the hounding of Nicola Sacco and Barto- 
lomeo Vanzetti to their tragic death? It 
is by reason of the same spirit that put 
Roger Baldwin and Gene Debs and many 
Other true humanitarians behind prison 
bars because they dared protest against 
Dr. Wilson’s modern Holy Crusade. That 
spirit also caused the Back Bay Bostonian 
civilizers to put the leader of their sym- 
phony orchestra in a war prison because 
he was of German naturalization. A species 
of that spirit was the cause for the in- 
famous massacre in Ocotal. It was a spirit 
of hate and spite, meanness and cruelty 
that has at last also caught in its nets two 
More innocent victims. 

One need not be in agreement with the 
Political philosophy (and I am not) of Sac- 
co and Vanzetti to plead for them. One 
néed be neither lawyer or lawmaker to un- 
derstand gheir victimization. But one must 
have just the most superficial acquaintance 
with the history of intolerance to realize 
that the sort of people who put Christ to 
death because they could neither appre- 
clate or understand him, the individuals 
who hounded Giordano Bruno and Galileo, 
the persons who, with Torquemada, carried 
on the Spanish Inquisition. the cowards and 
blackguards who smeared mud over the 
name of Albert Dreyfus, are in a class and 
on &@ par with Alvan Fuller.

the following statement: 

“I am deeply grieved at the un- 
expected news. Only last week 
Goveynor-General Wood cabled me 
that he expected to start back to 
the Philippines in September. We 
have worked together more than 
five years and I have for him the 
greater* respect and admiration. 

“He was a genuine friend to the 
entire Filipino people. He worked 
untiringly. unselfishly and with 
great efficiency for thelr perman- 
ent good. He spared neither time 
nor effort to promote the estab- 
lishment in the Philippines of 
sound, just and efficient govern- 
ment.” 

Emilio Aguinaldo, former rebel 
leader, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“With the death of Governor- 
General Wood, America has lost 
its best admininstrator of the 
Philippines —- a Governor-General 
who sotght to improve in a no- 
table way the administration of 
public affairs. During his admin- 
istration he rehabilitated our fi- 
nances, which were on the verge 
of precipice. Without violating the 
principle of separation of powers 
in Democratic Government he re- 
stored public confidence on the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

“He was a genuine apostle work- 
ing for the health of the people. 
His last days were devoted to a 
campaign in the United States to 
raise $2,000,000 to suppress jeprosy 
in the Philippines. His death is 
equally felt by Filipino veterans of 
the revolution and by me person- 
ally.” 

Senato President Manuel Quezon 
i.30 expr«tsed sorrow over Gen. 
Wood's death. 

“It was with the deepest regret 
and sorrow that I heard of it,” 
declared Quezon. “Everybody 
knows that Governor-General] 
Wood and I disagreed on almost 
every fundamental issue affecting 
the i*hilippines, from the questions 
of independence and interpretation 
of tue Jones law ¢.wn to the dis- 
position of the ;ublic domain and 
2’ ministration of Government-own- 
ed companies. 

“But during all these years I 
have never had any disagreeable 
incident of a personal character in 
my dealings with him.

Among his pastoral! locations were 
the churches at Brookfield, Orrick 
and Ten Mile, Mo., and Bushnell, 
Ill. Most of his work was evan- 
gelistic, and he was the first mis- 
sionary evangelist of the Northwest 
Missouri Baptist Association. In 
later years he supplied a number 
of churches near St. Louis, includ- 
ing the one at Chesterfield. 

His son and two grandchildren 
survive him.
